It was abundantly apparent on 
Thursday that the breeders of Aber- 
deen-Angus cattle mean to keep their 
favourites well to the front. The dis- 
play at the Royal Northern Show 
was the best for at least the last ten 
exhibitions held at Aberdeen. This 
was particularly the case with regard F 
to the female classes. It was indeed a female which carried off the 
supreme championship and the reserve for the same honour. The 
judges were Messrs. Wm. Black, Calle 25 De Mayo, 195 Buenos 
Ayres, Argentine, and Archibald Whyte, Inverquharity, Kirriemuir. 

The class of aged bulls was a small one. In it Mr. George F. 
Barron, Thomastown, Auchterless, was the winner with Emperor of 
Harviestoun, a five year old which entered the lists for the first 
time. Mr. Barron entertains high hopes of this bull, and will have 
him forward at the Highland Show at Stirling. Bred by Mr. J 
Ernest Kerr he is by the celebrated Prince of the Wassail out of 
Evodina by the great Jeshurun. Emperor is an animal of pronounc- 
ed Angus character carrying a great wealth of flesh evenly distrib- 
uted over his frame. He has fine quality of bone, and a beautiful 
head. Next in order came Equita of Ballindalloch shown by Mr. 
John N. Rae, Mounthooly, Roschearty, and bred by Sir George Mac- 
pherson Grant, Bart. He is by Eris of Harviestoun out of Equinoc- 
tial by Rosador. This bull stands near the ground, has plenty of 
breed character, but is not quite so good about the shoulders as the 
winner. He was, however, the sire of last year’s champion at the 
Perth Spring sales, so that he breeds all right. In 1920 he was 
first and champion at the Buchan show at Mintlaw. The third prize 
went to Mr. A. Chapman,

One year ago, I called attention to the fact that the southern 
herds 6 in number, competing in the 18th Annual International Live 
Stock Exposition won as many first prizes as did the forty-seven 
other exhibitors from the remaining states and Canada and that 


among these winnings were both grand championships. That looked. 


like a record difficult to equal, let alone excel at the next or 19th 
Annual Exhibition of that great show and especially so when it was 
learned that instead of having six herds there representing the 
south we found only three. After the final ribbon was tied, how- 
ever, the summary showed that the south had repeated by again 
taking both grand championships and in addition won two firsts 
in the bull classes and three firsts in the female classes and two 
firsts in the group classes: Besides this they won four seconds, 
seven thirds, six fourths, three fifths, two sixths, three sevenths, 
two eighths, and one tenth, just for good measure. Last year some 
thought that the South’s remarkable showing was an accident but 
now these same people fear it may be a habit. 


Local Showing. 


During the year creditable exhibits of breeding cattle were 
made at forty-two different large shows of the territory. These 


_ exhibits were made by forty-one different breeders, twenty-three 


of whom were making their initial bows in the show ring and all but 
two of whom were southern exhibitors. Thousands of people were 
thus afforded an opportunity to view good specimens of the breed 
from which immeasureable benefits are bound to accrue.

Purchase. 


Quite a number of 
cattle have come into the 
territory by purchase dur- 
ing the past twelve months. Some of these founded new herds, 
some were herd bulls and others select additions to show or breed- 
ing herds. It is noteworthy that more than one-fourth of the Car- 
penter & Ross offering of imported cattle came south. 

Our breeders have also shown greater interest in improving 
their herds by giving them better attention and care and are con- 
stantly on guard to keep out all forms of disease, especially tuber- 
culosis and contagious abortion. As evidence of their efforts and 
co-operation with the live stock sanitary authorities in the cam- 
paign against tuberculosis the last report of the United States Gov- 
ernment showed that 40 per cent. of the “tuberculosis free accredi- 
ted” cattle of the breed were in the hands of southern owners. 


Looking Ahead. 


The southern breeder of Aberdeen-Angus cattle has faith in 
the breed and the future of the beef cattle industry. He is in the 
industry to stay and has so handled his business that he can wea- 
ther both high tides and low, with the full assurance that success 
is inevitable if common sense methods are employed.

Big Aberdeen-Angus Show. 


Lacombe, Canada, August 25.—With en- 
tries in all departments much larger than in 
any previous year and with a class of stock 
second to none in the province, entirely new 
records were established at the Lacombe 
fair held the first three days of this week. 

.Lacombe for years has been recognized as 
the center of the live stock industry of the 
province, and with entries of between four 
and five hundred cattle, one hundred and 
seventy-five head of horses, one hundred 
and fifty sheep, and the same number of 
hogs, as well as two carloads of poultry, 
and considering that the stock included some 
of the best in the province. Lacombe is in 
no danger of losing this most enviable repu- 
tation. While there has always been a lot 
of good stock in the district, in the past not 
all of the breeders were exhibitors, but this 
year a special effort was made to bring out 
as much of the local stock as possible, with 
the result that from the standpoint of live 
stock exhibits in numbers as well as quality, 
a fair was staged that was second only to 
the Edmonton and Calgary exhibitions. 
With the harvest in full swing throughout 
the district the attendance was hardly as 
large as it otherwise would have been, but 
for the three days it was well up to the av- 
erage of former years. 

A special feature of the fair was the Cen- 
tral Alberta Aberdeen-Angus children’s calf 
club competition, which was without a doubt 
the largest of its kind ever held in Canada. 
Thirty-one pure bred junior yearling, Aber- 
deen-Angus calves, were lined up before the 
judge at one time, and considering that ev- 
ery animal was the best that could be se- 
cured, there was little room left for improve- 
ment in any respect. All of them were 
placed, and from the first to the thirty-first 
they were all good ones. Eddie Noad, of 
Olds, was the winner of the premier honor, 
with an animal of outstanding merit, while 
his brother, Thomas Noad, came second. 
Richard Ellett, of Edmonton, took third 
place, and Edgar Ellett took sixth. The 
fourth place went to Arthur Damron, of 
Bently, while the fifth place went to a La- 
combe boy, Alexander Graham. A total of 
$600 in all was distributed in prizes and 
after the calves had been judged they were 
all sold by auction, and the difference be- 
between the original purchase price for 
which the children gave their note when 
the purchase was made, and the sale price 
was given to the boy or girl who sold 
the calf. The sixth prize calf shown by Ed- 
gar Ellett of Edmonton, brought the highest 
price of the thirty-one calves, selling for 
$410. 

All of the animals sold well and most of 
the children realized a good profit. As a 
whole, calf club proved to be a great suc- 
cess, and reflects a considerable credit on 
the Aberdeen-Angus breeders of central Al- 
berta, who were instrumental in organizing 
it. 

In the cattle there was a splendid show- 
ing of both beef and dairy breeds, and al- 
though there were several outside exhibi- 
tors, the local breeders held their own in 
most breeds. S. C. Pritchard, with large 
entries in Aberdeen-Angus, came in for a 
good share of the prizes in that breed and 
captured the championships in both bulls 
and females. Thos. Henderson, H. G. Morri- 
son and A. J. Granlien also had several en- 
tries each, and gave S. C. Pritchard a hard 
run. Leonard Milne and Geo Milne also had 
entries in the junior yearling heifers, and 
came in for second and third.

A farm map of the community should be 
secured through the county agent and for 
every sire in the community there should be 
a colored tack or a ribbon on the map. The 
first class sires should have blue ribbons, 
the medium class red ribbons and the scrub 
sires green ribbons. 

“This map, hung in plain sight in the com- 
munity hall,” says Mr. Holmes, “would un- 
doubtedly help raise the average character 
and value of the live stock in that commun- 
ity.

Barney was supported in his open 
class single achievement by a company of thirty dusky companions 
who stepped out and cleaned the carlot class in one, two, three style. 
What other evidence could be brought forward to substantiate the 
Aberdeen-Angus Journal’s contentions as to the superiority of Ab- 
erdeen-Angus cattle as baby beeves? 

This is but another reminder to the man who thinks for him- 
self and logically reasons that beef making is to improve and again 
see itself on a profitable business-like basis. To this same man it 
presents the argument that to grow one’s own baby beef permits of 


the very highest scale of profit in the feeding business. Therefore, 
is it not good, sound sense to advocate the establishment at this low 
ebb of the pure bred business herds upon every farm where Such 
an addition to the equipment is possible? There are thousands of

“BOB” EVANS’ “OVERHEAD ADVISE” 
ON HOGS IS GOOD GOSPEL FOR US! 


“Secretary Bob” of the Duroc association says something on 
keeping the overhead on sales reasonable that is good advice for all 
lines of pure breds in these days of more conservative prices if the 
overhead isn’t to eat the younger men out of business. “Bob” has 
been seeing the ups and downs of the pure bred business for a long 
term of years, and his advice is usually worth listening to and pon- 
dering. What is true of the hog business is quite in line with the 
cattle business. The mere fact that THE JOURNAL is an adver 
tising medium and its publishing house wants all the catalog busi- 
ness it can get is no reason why we should not O. K. Secretary 
Evans’ advicc. We want every young breeder to prosper and stay 
in the business so that he may be continually putting more young 
breeders into the business; hence, overselling a young fellow on 
space for a Sale ad is not in line with The Journal policy of advane- 
ing the breed. But listen to “Bob”: 


It seems that a number of the younger and newer breeders who have jus 
gotten a good start in the business are being importuned to add this and that ex 
pense until the total is unbearable and is reaching a point that cannot be carried 
and paid out of the business, be it ever so good the coming winter. 

With all of the enthusiasm and hope which we may have within our hearts 
and minds for the return of a good business during the sales of the coming year, 
none of us can figure where it will be on a basis that can hear the expense that 
already some of the breeders have contracted on their sales for fall and winter. 
I have it on good authority that one young breeder who has just gotten nicely 
set with a splendid young boar and a good bunch of sows and gilts has contracted 
for $1,500 expense on his sale the coming winter—his first sale. Thirty dollars pet 
head (and there are items that will come in later that he cannot avoid) is entirely 
too much on a bred sow sale for a beginner. It is about the limit for the mat 
who has a National Swine Show Grand Champion and ought to be enough to sell 
to the best advantage the most noted lot of sows we could find. The old advice 
that served for an argument by the fieldmen that “anybody can have as good & 
sale as —---——----—- (naming a prominent breeder) if you only advertise’ lack 
even the semblance of the truth. If this were true, the men who have gone out ® 
the shows year after year winning at the top have spent a lot of money foolish 
ly, if a comparatively new man can come in with a few pages of advertising ant 
hold as good a sale as the brceder who has made his name a household word by his 
fair winnings. 

Auctioneers, newspaper advertising, entertainment, catalogs—all must come 
in for a cutting down and the sharper we make that cut the more satisfied will 


be our looks and feelings after the sale is held. The time of $300 hog auctioneers ‘|

Pullman trains, large hotel bills and three-color cata- 
logs is about over. Rivalry needs to be confined to 
the presenting of a good offering of hogs and elimin- 
ated from the manner in which we entertain or qd- 
vertise. Young breeders make the serious mistake of 
gotting tied up with a circuit of breeders who, having 
been in the sale business a long while and having 
had a world, of publicity on their herds over a period 
of years, can afford more expense, and in trying to 
keep pace with these older breeders, find that what 
little profit was in sight has been turned into a loss 
by trying to compete with some breeder out of their 
class. 

“Go slow and learn to paddle” is an old-time slo- 
gan that isn’t a bit bad. Carry the pack on your 
back a little while before you open up a department 
store. Feel your way along and do not plunge, for 
there is every indication that the coming winter’s busi- 
ness will not be healthy for the plunger. He has nine- 
ty-nine chances against him. Be satisfied with a rea- 
sonable profit but be sure you make your contracts 
for your sale so you will have this profit when you get 
through. You cannot afford to put into the sales of 
the coming winter more expense than you can pay, 
hoping to build your business in that way and take 
the profit later. It is a saner method to count on a 
small profit on each sale. The proper conduct of your 
business will bring you more customers than the 
plunge into loss. You cannot fool the people long. If 
you are playing in a losing business they don’t want 
to get into it. If you can so run your public sales as 
to show them you are conducting your own business 
and making ever so small a profit each season, there 
will be some attraction for them instead of a repelling 
influence. 

If he sees that you are letting somebody else con- 
duct your business and you are gradually dropping be- 
hind he will look for some other line in which to em- 
bark. Nobody likes a loser and while nearly every 
breeder has taken a loss this year, it is not the fault 
of the breeder, but comes from the prevailing condi- 
tions and the pure bred business cannot take anv 
more blame than the commercial man in the city nor 
the manufacturer. 

But when the followers of every line of endeavor in 
this great country are trying in the best way they 
know to get back to an even running keel in business, 
it is foolhardy for breeders to load themselves up with 
contracts for advertising and auctioneers that they 
know they cannot pay without a loss. Take my ad- 
vice and pay little attention to the $2,000 boars and 
the $1,000 boars that are changing hands during such 
times as these; the figures look suspicious and cannot 
interest you as a beginner, for the time of the one 
thousand and two thousand common individual is gone

The 
farmer who needs a pure bred sire, and the 
beginning breeders are the men to whom 
most producers of pure breds need most to 
appeal. These can best be reached through 
the general farm paper and the local paper. 

Too many breeders of pure bred stock, in- 
deed, seem not to think at all of their neigh- 
bors as possible customers. This is a great 
mistake. The breeder who is not each year 
putting out some of his stock in his own 
neighborhood, who is not helping to improve

There are only a few more items directly relating 
to Charles, senior, a curious one, 1s dated from Aber- 
deen, 28rd Jany., 1833, signed Duncan Davidson, the 
lawyer, etc., already known to us. It says—it is to 
Charles of Tillyfour— 

“Lord James Hay writes me that he has heard you 
are now to be concerned in carrying on the Snuff 
Trade, which your brother lately was engaged in— 
and his Lordship wishes me to bespeak your employ- 
ment to his Tenant, Mr. Charles Davidson, who is a 
Snuff Miller on the Don, about three miles from 
here, and well known to your friends in this quarter. 
I need hardly say that I shall feel obliged by your 
attending to this hint, and I remain, with kind re- 
gards to Mrs. M‘Combie, yourself, and family, Dear 
Sir, Yours Faithfully,” ete. 

Another is dated Avochie, 3 May, 1833, from John 
Gordon the laird, in the most beautiful caligraphy of 
any communication in the whole collection. It is like 
print, almost every letter being distinct and fully 
formed and perfectly alligned. It refers to the writ- 
er’s Roup of Grass parks and hopes that Charles or 
his son William would be present “‘as it may help me 
on with ofers in this neighborhood, as they never 
tid against each other.””’ The writer invites Charles 
or William to come and take a ted here after the 
Cornhill market. The estate of Avochy, a small one 
in the lower part of Kinoir, Huntly parish (New 
Statistical Account of Scot., 1845, p. 1038) kelonged 
to Mr. Gordon. “On the lands there was part of 
the ruins of the old castle of Avochy; but the present 
house connected with the property is a plain build- 
ing of very humble pretensions—so Charles or Wil- 
liam would feel that their own house, though modest 
also, was at least modern in comparison. 

In the handwriting of Charles, junior, the min- 
ister of Lumphanan, is a receipt Tillyfour 15 Dec.

1834, William McCombie Esqr.—Due—rent for second 
half of crop eighteen hundred and thirty three and 
first half of crop eighteen hundred and thirty four 
————-—-£215. Paid (Signed) Chas. McCombie. 

Previous to this date Charles McCombie had been 
undergoing many severe operations in London; and 
the first intimation we have of his trial, is in a letter 
from William Dunn, his brother-in-law, a merchant 
in Aberdeen who wrote, 10 Jany. 1832: “I am very 
sorry to hear that your father has been rather worse 
since he was here.” Then in 1833 we find a letter 
from Charles, junior, dated London, 23rd, May, in 
regard to his father who was then in London to seek 
relief, Charles accompanying him. He writes his 
father was suffering great pain; that he would re- 
main as long as he could, but suggesting that Mrs. 
McCombie should come to take charge of Charles. 
The young minister had his “parishioners and her- 
itors to bear. in mind.” Charles writes from 12 Prin- 
cess street, Cavendish square, 17 May, the same year 
whic states that ‘‘that day Baron Hemteloup had 
performed for the first time.’’” He underwent four in 
all. 

Charles was a sufferer from the heroic surgery of , 
the time. His experience no doubt shortened his life. 
The letters of Mrs. McCombie reveal a remarkable 
character—but just such as we would expect, deeply 
reverent and religious. They prove that she must 
haxe exercised a dominating influence not only on 
Charles, kut on every member of the family, for they 
all grew up wi‘h the same deep religious convictions. 
She keeps up a horeful, Christian spirit and hopes 
William will look carefully after their affairs at 
home and “‘supposes’’ he will be setting out for Fal- 
kirk and hopes for him a good market. Your father 
eats no butter and cheese is kad for him. I have 
been buying some honey at 1 shilling 6 and 2 shil- 
lings a pound but not very good. Mr. Garden tells us 
they mix the Honey there with sugar. Flour and a 
little Honey to give it flavor. ‘New laid” eggs cost 
2d each. 

Continuing, Aug. 28, on the same sheet she writes: 
“I am sorry to say your father had a very kad 
night. I am sure my Dear William you must feel 
very much for us both in our present situation. What 
would IL give to be Home again. I never knew the 
value of Home before. I sometimes think one of us 
may die here perhaps both without a friend to close 
our eyes. We can do nothing but try to be earnes: 
at the throne of Grace as possible, that God in His 
good time may relieve us as to our bodily complaints 
and send us Home to our own Country, our own 
House and. our Dear Children; or if not that he may 
fit and prepare us for Eternity. I hope the Lord 
will bless you all and keep you from the sin that 
abounds in this Wicked World. This is the earnest 
pzayer of your affectionate Parents. I hope you will 
not neglect to Pray for yourself and your Parents 
and all your Friends and endeavour to live a new 
Life as without Holiness none shall see the Lord in 
merey. Your father joins me in best love to you, my 
mother, Miss Ettles, May, Mary and the Boys ana 
I am my Dear William, Your Affectionate and loving 
Mother, Anne McCombie. P. S. Your Father would 
like to hear what sort of a market you get at Fal- 
kirk.” 

The baron thinks that if he keeps as 
well as we would fain hope I sincerely expect we 
shall be able to leave London in the course of 2 or 
3 weeks.” The effect of witnessing her husband in 
such agony and the care of nursing him had told on 
Mrs. McCombie but she trusts she “will be supported 
in my duty and I hope I will be enabled to discharge 
it faithfully. I am glad I came. I do not know what 
he could have done here alone.. Sy: 

“Your Father,’’ she again writes, “joins me in 
our best Love to you, to Charles and my poor Mother, 
and all our Family at our Home where Providence 
has ordered our lot as to this world; and you may

believe me we are very earnest in Prayer for you all 
for a blessing upon you all. And now my Dear 
William you are likely to do very well as to this 
World but we hope that will not be your best for- 
tune. We pray that God may be your portion and 
your all; and all I earnestly beseech you to set the 
Lord always before you.” 


Mrs. M’Combie appeared upon the scene in the 
midst of circumstances that would try the nature of 
anyone. Her letters prove the character of the wife, 
and the mother, showing that Ann Black of Ardlaw 
had been well brought up, that her home must have 
been as well ordered in her youth as she was order- 
ing her own dear home at Tillyfour, where her heart 
went out to her family. The deep religious bearing 
of herself and Charles is also of a nature to convey 
to our minds the high character of the family, and 
to see upon what foundations their lives rested. 
William’s mother evidently saw a great future for 
her son—what would she, or her partner have thought 
could the veils have been lifted so that they could 
have got a glimpse of that future? 

We find, finally, in 1831 papers being ‘‘Specifica- 
tions of a House to be built at Tillyfour;’’ and the 
other, of the same date, Mrch 12, being for ‘“‘Speci- 
fications of Office Houses’ with sketch plan: with 
four, statements in detail of payments to Francis 
Durward for mason work. It would thus seem that 
though William entered into “‘possession”’ of the farm 
of Tillyfour, that the laird was going about the build- 
ing of a new house and “offices”—or steading. The 
house was to remain, the steading was to be de- 
molished and a much more commodious one erected 
by William. 


Charles of Tillyfour died comparatively young at 
the age of 66, on September 10, 1836. His strenuous 
life had impaired his constitution and brought him 
down earlier that we might have anticipated. Mrs. 
M‘Combie, Ann Black, died March 19, 1842, aged 58, 
so both parents of William seem to have been fated 
for curtailed lives. William tells us that Charles, his 
father, ‘‘thought no one his match in the saddle,’ 
and that is about the only personal bit of information 
William gives us of the first laird of Tillyfour of 
the name. Here is another, that William, however, 
once told me. His father, as the rent days came 
around, would go out and take a walk about his 
estate and endeavour to waylay the poorer tenants. He 
would enter into conversation with them and find 
out how they were situated and if he found they 
were not able to pay their rents he would slip his 
hand in his pocket, for he had replenished it for 
that purpose, and hand the tenant to whom he was 
speaking, the rent, saying ‘‘Come round wi’ th’ lave, 
on rent day— I want to see you there wi’ them a’.” 

William M‘Combie assumed the tenancy of the home 
farm of Tillyfour in 1830; and between that date and 
the year of his death, his father, Charles, of course, 
would have had a guiding hand in his son’s opera- 
tions as a farmer and cattle dealer. Doubtless he 


would be interested in the exhibition in 1832, when 
his son exhibited a bull at Alford show in the class 
“three years to five years old’’; and gained the first 
prize with him, and which (it is ‘The Durid’’ who 
tells us) was bought from Morayshire—‘‘Morayshire 


for sweetness,” as the legend went. As William in. 
forms us it was on the advice of his father that he 
took up the native polled breed, it is interesting to 
think that in these first excursions into the breeding 
field he would be overlooked by his experienced 
father. 


That Charles lived thus in stirring times, seeing 
the first efforts of the breeders of the native race 


‘he commended to his son to breed, will be eviden, 


from the foregoing naration. That William, his son, 
would thus imbibe inspiration from his father to pin 
his faith to the native polled, would also seem in- 
ferable; and that he must have regarded his father 
as a wise counsellor we may also infer. That he 
“revered” his father, as he himself says, was impress- 
ed upon me on many occasions. Driving home from 
Whitehouse after having been in Aberdeen or else- 
where he would, as the carriage passed the kirkyard 
of Tough, remove his hat and clasp his hands after 
waving his right in that direction, and say “My 
heart lies in that grave, Camil,’’ meaning that of 
his father. 

We have seen Charles as a regular attendant at 
All Hallow Fairs in Edinburgh. Alvin Howard San- 
ders in his ‘Shorthorn Cattle,’”’ expressed delight in 
discovering and presenting the fact too that Thomas 
Bates was a student at Edinburgh University at the 
age of ‘hirty five, in 1810, studying, not agriculture 
—the famous chair of Agriculture had not yet been 
established there—but civic and social subjects, and 
philosophy. Now we all know Bates’ admiration for 
the Kyloe and is it not likely as Charles McCombie of 
Tillyfour had always some of the best Kyloes at these 
markets that Tom Bates first imbibed his knowledge 
and love of the shaggy noble horned Highlander, 
from gazing on the Kyloe droves of William’s fath- 
er; and even might have conversed with him? It is 


‘not at all improbable, and quite possible. 


We have recorded that James Dickson (in his book 
published in 1851) Charles furnished a lot of Aber- 
deenshire Horned cattle for the purpose of carrying 
through a test as to who in Lothian were the best 
feeders; and we also found published in an obituary 
notice on William of Tillyfour that appeared in the 
London Live Stock Journal, a reference to Charles 
McCombie, who “was for years the ‘cattle king’ of 
the North. Before 1790 he annually collected a lot 
of Polled bulls in Aberdeenshire, and disposed of 
them to breeders in Angus, generally at the Brechin 
market” (Tarnty, or Trinity Muir)”. So here the cur- 
tain may fall upon Charles, the worthy descendant of 
John of Forter who had attained also a high position 
in the business. We must not overlook the fact that 
the nature of the cattle business in Charles’ time was 
just as important and of as transcending interest as 
the breeding of Aberdeen-Angus cattle was itself.
